THIS MEEK IN MO. HISTORY 


The seventeenth day of June, sixty- 
four years ago, signalized 
the 
first 
battle of the Civil War 
in Missouri. 
This was the Battle of Boonville, var­ 
iously called the Battle of Elliotts 
Springs from its location, and 
the 
Battle of Boonville Races 
from the 
character of the advance and retreat 
of the State forces. 
Insignificant in 
numbers engaged, and in the two or 
three men killed on each side, it still 
outranks many larger 
combats. 
It 
was a hard blow to the position 
and 
prestige of Governor Jackson and his 
State forces. 
It was a deep thrust at 
the invinicibleness of the native Mis­ 
sourian as a fighter when opposed by 
the “ St. Louis Dutch”. 
It was a rev­ 
elation to the southern leaders of the 
weakness of courage and enthusiasm 
when oposed to disciplined, well arm ­ 
ed troops. It secured to the Federal» 
control of the Missouri river and cut 
in half the potential strength of the 
State cause. 
Its positive 
influence 
favorable to General Lyon and 
his 
cause was equally marked. 
I he Bat­ 
tle of Boonville may have been mere­ 
ly the engagement of Elliott’s Springs 
or even the Boonville Races, but 
it 
stands first in chronology and high in 
consequence# of the Civil W ar in Mis­ 
souri. 
The battle iself was a small affair. 
Of the 2000 Federal# under General 
Nathaniel Lyon, only 1000 were 
en­ 
gaged. 
About the same 
proportion 
of Colonel John S. Marmaduke’s 3000 
State troopp# took part. 
The artil­ 
lery, arms 
and 
discipline of Lyon’s 
men easily won over numbers and en­ 
thusiasm unsupported 
by 
adequate 
guns and training. 
The battle began 
at eight o’clock in the morning, four 
to six miles east of Boonville on 
Cue 
Elliott farm. 
It was decided in half 
an hour, and the fast retreat was ov­ 
er before noon. 
General Price had left the day 
be­ 
fore for his home in Chariton county 
to recover 
from 
illness. 
He 
and 
Jackson had counselled retreat, but 
their confident recruits could not 
be 
restrained. 
A fter the 
battle, which 
an eyewitness described as a “helter- 
skelter, pell-mell” sort of affair, Gov. 
Jackson fled on horse to Saline coun­ 
ty, then south to the Osage. The Fed- 
erals took possession of the camp and 
equipment 
of 
Colonel 
Marmaduke, 
and the city of Boonville was form- 
aly surrendered by 
Mayor 
O’Brien. 
National flags supplanted southern 
banners 
and 
a 
company of Union 
Home Guards was formed. 
The converging 
on Price’s 
head­ 
quarters at Lexington of Lyon’s men 
from the east, Iowa troops from the 
north, and Kansas troops from 
the 
west, forced the State militia to take 
up its line southward along the Osage. 
So quickly were the results 
of 
the 
Battle of Boonville felt, that north­ 
ern and central Missouri were in Fed­ 
eral hands within two weeks. 
If not unique, the Battle of Boon­ 
ville is at least exceptional. 
In num­ 
bers engaged, few; in length, brief; 
in fatalities, a football contest; but 
in effect, significant. 
It was a bat­ 
tle, the opening 
of 
a war, but 
the 
press accounts are descriptions of an 
almsot friendly contest, marred by a 
few accidents, between rival parties, 
schools 
or 
towns. 
“ Rebels” 
and 
“ Dutch" 
were 
bandied 
about 
like 
“ Democrats”, “ Republicans”, “Tigers” 
and ** Jay hawks’*. 
Courage was con­ 
ceded foe, and ridicule rather than an­ 
athema was the weapon of writers. 
Lyon 
was 
again 
a 
casualty as at 
Camp Jackson, and again the howitz­ 
er was a horse. The best armed com­ 
pany of State troops was not engaged 
and none of their artillery was in ac­ 
tion. 
Adequate 
arms 
and big guns 
were the greatest 
needs 
of Colonel 
Marmaduke in 
this 
battle. 
Again. 
Lyon had no cavalry, Marmaduke had 
horses, but the State militia entered 
and left the field on foot. 
From June 11 to 17, the course of 
events in Missouri had run tragical­ 
ly and humorously. 
Governor Jack­ 
son had issued a call to arms in 
a 
praelarnation bordering on declama­ 
tion. 
He then left Jefferson City for 
Boonville, and Boonville 
for 
Arrow 
Rock, and Arrow Rock for the Osage 
River and Lamar. 
The state govern­ 
ment was in hurried flight, but 
with 
high courage was preparing without 
equipment or training to oppose 
ac­ 
coutred 
regulars. 
Lyon 
entered 
Jefferson City on the 15th. 
Many re­ 
joiced, none opposed. 
The convicts in 
the penitentiary arose, but on seeing 
300 Federal# in line at the gates gave 
a “Hurrah for Lincoln”. 
The Feder­ 
al» felt at home in the capital 
city, 
but the reporter says that “after im­ 
bibing too freely of groceries, many 
of them became unruly”. 
On 
their 
river pasage to Boonville they pass­ 
ed Marion City where they were joy­ 
ously received. 
They reached Roehe- 
port in Boone County at 6 o'clock on 
Monday morning, the day of the bat­ 
tle, and made a short stop “but found 
the people most surly and not dispos­ 
ed to be communicative”. 
There was 
reason for editors reporting the Bat­ 
tle of Boonville in St. Atements cour­ 
teous and mild. 


FOUNDING OF THE 
MISSOURI NATIONAL GUARDS 


Meriwether Lewis may wcdl be call­ 
ed the founder of the Missouri 
N a ­ 
tional Guard, having organized 
the 
first units while serving as territor­ 
ial Governor in 1807. 
Incredible as it may seem, never­ 
theless it is a m atter of record 
that 
British 
sympathizers 
and 
certain 
British officers who remained in the 
United States following the Revolu­ 
tionary W ar offered to pay a regular 
bounty to Indians for the scalps 
of 
male citizens of Missouri territory. 
This information was 
carried 
to 
President Thomas 
Jefferson 
by 
a 
special 
committee, 
selected 
from 
among the citizens of St. Louis. The 
committee left St. Louis late in 
the 
winter of 1807 for Washington, going 
down the Mississippi River to a Ten- 
nesse landing and then 
across 
the 
country on horseback. 
It is a m at­ 
ter of record that this course was ta k ­ 
en to avoid the 
severe 
blizzards of 
the north. 
Pres. Jefferson 
received 
the Mis­ 
sourians at his office and was soon 
convinced that the people of Missouri 
were contending with British treach­ 
ery and Indian ferocity, which com­ 
bined would hinder development in the 
newly acquired teritory west of the 
Mississippi River. 
Before the confer­ 
ence ended the president gave assur­ 
ance that a 
Governor 
of 
Missouri 
would be appointed 
who 
would 
be 
charged with the responsibility of o r­ 
ganizing 
a 
military 
force, 
from 
among the “ Free Male” citizens of the 
territory, to protect the people 
and 
property from Indian depredations. 
The new Missouri Governor named 
by President Jefferson was Meriweth­ 
er Lewis, his private secretary. 
Lewis wasespeeiallv fitted both by 
nature and training 
to 
assume the 
task of organizing and directing 
the 
training of such a military force 
in 
Missouri. 
He belonged to a disting­ 
uished family, long prominent in t 
colonial and revolutionary affairs 
of 
Virginia. 
He was educated at 
home 
and enjoyed all the benefits of such 
educational 
institutions 
as Virginia 
then had. 
At the sugestión of Geo. 
Washington he had accepted a com­ 
mission as captain 
in 
the 
regulai 
army and when Jefferson was elected 
president, he was selected as private 
secretary. Lewi# remained with presi­ 
dent Jefferson until placed in 
com­ 
mand of what is known as the Lew­ 
is and Clark expedition to the north­ 
west, one of the most important ex­ 
plorations 
in 
American annals, for 
with a body of picked men, Meriweth­ 
er Lewis and William Clark followed 
the Missouri River to its headwaters 
and crossed the Rocky Mountains tv 
Columbia River, returning by the way 
of the Great Divide, the Yellowstone 
River and the Missouri to St. Louis. 
From St. Louis, Lewis went direct to 
Washington to take up again his du­ 
ties as secretary to the president and 
it was soon after his arrival in W ash­ 
ington, that he was appointed Gover­ 
nor of Missouri. 
His personal adventures as a mem­ 
ber of the Lewis and Clark expedition, 
financed by the Federal Government, 
ostensibly 
to 
extend 
the 
external 
commerce of the United States, gave 
to him a fair understanding of 
the 
Indian problems which were confront­ 
ing Missourians, and too, his record 
of service was the best testimony 
of 
his courage, in the opinion of Presi­ 
dent Jefferson, to undertake the oi 
ganization of a “citizen soldiery” in 
Missouri. 
Imediately upon being sworn into 
office Governor Lewis determined to 


prevent the sale of Missouri scalps to 
the British and proceded to organize 
a citizen soldiery, called the 
Home 
Guards, later known as the State Mil­ 
itia and now recognized by the 
fed­ 
eral and state government as the Mis­ 
souri National Guaid. 
At the close of the 
first 
year of 
Governor Lewis’ administration there 
had been organized in St. Louis, three 
battalions of Infantry and one troop 
of horses; in Ste. Genevieve two bat­ 
talions of Infantry and one troop 
of 
cavalry; in St. Charles, two battalions 
of Infantry and one troop of horses; 
in Cape Girardeau, two battalions of 
Infantry and two troops 
of horses; 
and in New Madrid, two battalions of 
Infantry. 
The organizations of this military 
force more than a century ago under 
the direction of Governor Lewis 
is 
considered a master stroke for it sav­ 
ed Missouri from an approaching cris­ 
is and laid the foundation for a citiz­ 
en soldiery, the 
Missouri 
National 
Guard, which is now part of the first 
line of defense, 
and. unquestionably, 
is one of our 
greatest 
institutions, 
solving for the State and Nation, the 
perplexing problem^ of adequate mil­ 
itary forces and minimum taxation 
for 
national 
defense. 
During 
the 
Lewis administration, service in 
the 
guard was compulsory and no 
man 
physically fit was exempt. 
The N a­ 
tional Guard of today is made up 
of 
volunteers impeled 
by 
a high-toned 
pride and ardent patriotism; it rep­ 
resents a great decentralized 
army, 
beyond the power and control of any 
factions 
or groups, 
which, 
during 
times of peace, is fully under the 
control of the sovereign 
state 
foi 
maintenance of law and order, and po­ 
lice protection when municipal pow­ 
ers fail, and, with tha- regular army, 
is ready for immdeiate field service 
whenever the emergency demands. 
During the 
Lewi 
administration 
each member of the Guard was re 
quired by law to furnish his own gun, 
•lothing and oft times supplied 
his 
own amunition. 
If they 
drew 
ra ­ 
tions they were considered fortunate, 
but now the Federal Government 
is 
spending more than mie-half million 
dollars anually in Missouri in keep­ 
ing up the equipment for the 
Mis-

GEN. LEE’S LAST HOME 
REGAINS ITS DIGNITY 


Before 
another 
Memorial 
Hay 
comes, Arlington, last ocupied as 
a 
home by Robert E. Lee, will be restor­ 
ed after nearly two generations 
of 
neglect, and as many as can be found 
of the priceless Washington relies it 
once housed will be returned, says the 
New York Times. 
Ju st before it adjourned the 
last 
Congress passed 
appropriations for 
the restoration and care of the mas- 
10» 
sive pillared house which is now sur­ 
rounded by the graves of thousands 
of military and naval heroes. 
When 
this provision is carried 
out, there 
will be accomplished one of the most 
visible indications that Lee's memory 
is not a sectional but a national pos­ 
session. 
Although it rests aloof across the 
Potomac, Arlington fits into the his­ 
tory of Washington as well as 
into 
the impressive setting of the Capitol’s 
public buildings. 
It was built only a 
year or so after the beginning of the 
City of Washington appeared on »he 
edge of a dismal marsh. 
A dozen 
years later, in 1814, its windows 
re­ 
flected the burning of Washington by 
the British. 
Nearly half a century later it was 
the most prominent landmark on the 
Virginia side that Lincoln could 
see 
as he looked out the south windows 
of the White H ouse. 
More than four 
decades passed until men set up 
be­ 
hind Arlington 
Mansion 
the 
steel 
mast of the battleship Maine, a mute 
reminder of the 
north 
and 
south 
marching to war once more but this 
time together. And finally’there came 
to the grounds once roamed by George 
Washingtons adopted son and by Rob- 
i»rt E. Lee the body of an 
unknown 
American soldier killed in France. 
Arlington’s: portico commands 
the 
most Impreslve view of Washington. 
But, appropriately enough, because of 
its historic associations, Arlington, a 
southern plantation house on an emi­ 
nence 800 feet above the river, dom­ 
inates the Washington scene as much 
as such monuments as 
the Capitol, 
Washington Monument and the 
Lin­ 
coln Memorial. 
The dark background 
of tall oaks and elms is a frame for 
the white Doric columns of its front 
which was designed after the Temple 
of Theseus at Athens. 
The story of Arlington Mansion be­ 
gins with G e o r g e Washington Parke 
Custis, adopted s >n of George Wash­ 
ington and grandson of Martha W ash­ 
ington. 
His father served <m Wash­ 
ington’s staff duiing 
the Revolution 
and died of a fever contracted at the 
siege of Yorktown. 
Young Custis grew up in the First 
President's 
household 
during 
the 
eventful years when government un­ 
der the constitution met its first trial. 
Young George Washington Parke 
Custis, however, wras no great com­ 
fort to his foster father. 
He 
was a 
man of cultured tastes, but he lacked 
the sterner virtues that would have 
appealed more strongly to W ashing­ 
ton. 
He lacked ambition. 
He attend­ 
ed Princeton, but was 
not 
given to 
regular study; he was intensely patri­ 
otic, but he had no interest in occupy­ 
ing public office. 
Washington, in the 
later years of his life, sent many an 
earnest letter vainly entreating 
his 
foster son to undertake a more 
ag ­ 
gressive career. 
When Washington died, young Cus­ 
tis w*as 19. 
Two years later Martha 
Washington died. 
The Mount Vernon 
estate, which had been Custis’ home, 
passed to members of the W ashing­ 
ton family. 
Thus, just as he attained his major­ 
ity, this young rnan of unrivaled 
ad­ 
vantages but of no set ambition was 
! left suddenly on his 
own 
resources 
¡and one of the richest young men 
at 
that time in the country. 
From his father young Custis had 
inherited the Arlington estate, about 
1000 acres of wooded hills and flat 
lands along 
the 
Potomac 
between 
Georgetown 
and 
Alexandria. 
With 
the federal government moving 
its 
seat from Philadelphia to the lowly 
basis just across the Potomac, Custis 
decided that Arlington should be his 
place of residence and not 
managed 
for profit and that other 
inherited 
! tracts 
in 
Westmoreland 
County 
¡should create revenue for its 
main- 
: tenance. 
The first step in his programme for 
| a life of semi-feudal state and enter­ 
tainm ent of visitors was the building 
| of Arlington Mansion. 
It was -eon- 
• structed in massive 
style 
of brick 
baked a quarter of a mile away 
on 
¡what is now the parade ground of 
j Fort Myer. 
Its pillared front, 
six- 
j ty feet wide, is of two stories and on 
j either side are wings with 
a 
main 
reach of forty feet. 
According 
to 
¡southern plantation custom the kitch­ 
en was detached and stands modestly 
sin the rear, 
i 
It was to this house, soon after its 
¡completion, in 1808, that Custis bro’t 
his 16-year-old bride, Mary Lee Fitz- 
hugh, and settled down for a life 
of 
'ease that was to last more than half 
a century. The Custis social position, 
of course, was all that could be de­ 
sired. 
The great of the land congre­ 


gated at Arlington. 
Washington City 
was still a straggling 
village when 
the Adamses, the Monroe.s and 
Mr. j 
and Mrs. Madison rode across the riv- j 
er to dine with Mr. and 
Mrs. Custis. | 
Jefferson was not a favorite, because 
G(*orge Washington Parke Custis was 
an ardent Federalist. 
When Lafayet 
te revisted America in 1824, he was 
often at Arlington. 
A litle later fre - 1 
quent diners were Henry Clay 
and 
Daniel Webster. 
The 
doors 
of the 
stately mansion opened easily to visi­ 
tors and none was turned away. 
Down by the river was Arlington 
Spring, an 
institution 
in its time, 
which was the gathering place of the 
neighborhood for picnics and outdoor 
celebrations. 
Mr. Custis built special 
buildings for these gatherings 
and 
all the world was invited to use A r­ 
lington Spring. Many public meetings 
were held there, one series of which, 
originated by Mr. Custis, contributed 
to industrial history. 
This was the annual Arlington fair 
and sheep shearing which grew out of 
the exhibition of merino sheep 
Mr. 
Custis had imported from Spain, in 
this and other herds Mr. Custis en­ 
visioned an American 
sheep raising 
industry which in turn should foster 
the weaving of American cloth from 
American 
wool. 
Thus 
Arlington 
Spring may be said to be the home of 
the wool schedules of the protective 
tariff. 
About a century ago one of 
the 
most frequent visitors 
at Arlington 
was a Virginia boy in his late teens. 
In 1825 he was appointed 
to 
West 
Point and at intervals during his four 
years at the Military Acad« my, he ap ­ 
peared at Arlington in hi- cadet uni­ 
form. 
Then in 1829, he turned up at 
the Custis home a lieutenant in 
the 
engineers, having been one of hon­ 
or men of his class. 
Them is no rea­ 
son to doubt that he was interested 
in the Washington relics, hut there is 
every reason to believe that Arling­ 
ton had other attractions, for in 1831, 
just 30 years before the outbreak of 
tin- Civil War, Lieut, Robert K. Lee, 
Corps 
of 
Engineers, 
U. S. A., was 
married in the big room at Arlington 
to 
Mary 
Custis, 
daughter of 
the 
squire. 
The bride was an only child and she 
yielded to her fathers' entreaties to 
make her home in Arlington, with oc­ 
casional visits to her husband on duty 
at various army posts. 
During 
this 
while Lee built dikes along the Mis­ 
sissippi, followed the flag to Mexico 
City, achieving distinction and Gener­ 
al Winfield Scott’s favor in the Mexi­ 
can War. 
Next he was superinten­ 
dent at West Point, whert* under him 
as cadets were many future generals 
on both sides in the Civil War. 
Thus for three decades 
the 
Lee 
home was Arlington. 
Four years be­ 
fore the Civil War broke out the ven­ 
erable 
George 
Washington 
Parke 
Custis died and all his estate became 
the property of Mrs. Robert E. Lee. 
When Fort Sumter fell Col. Lee was 
at Arlington. 
Two days later Presi­ 
dent Lincoln issued his call for 
75,- 
(M) volunteers for three months. 
The 
next day Viriginia seceded, and 24 
hours later Lee was offered the com­ 
mand of the Union forces. 
In the spring of 
1864 
President 
Lincoln and Gen. Meigs drove over to 
Arlington to visit wounded soldiers. 
As they left the house they saw a de­ 
tail of soldiers carrying out bodies on 
stretchers. 
Meigs was told that 
the 
dead were to be buried in the already 
scandalously overcrowded cemetery of 
the Soldiers’ Home, whereupon he or­ 
dered that graves be dug in the te r­ 
race bordering the garden. This was 
the beginning of the Arlington N a­ 
tional Cemetery, where now any man 
who served in the armed force of the 
United States is entitled to be buried. 
It was toward the end of the Civil 
W ar also that a tax of $92.07 wras lev­

Aryan branch, ami there are three of 
these. 
Mandarin represents a means 
of communication almost everywhere 
in China, but it probably lias not the 
actual currency that English has.

spoke in 1800 is undoubtedly dominant 
among languages today so far as ex 
tent of use and variety of u sefu ln ess 
are concerned.
